HORTA, May 18.—The NC-3 left the water at Trepassey Bay at 
10;05, Greenwich civil time, (6:03 St. Johns time, 5:03 New York 
time) on the afternoon of May 16; the NC-4 at 10:05 and the NC-1 
some minutes later. The Three and Four together left Mistaken Point 
on the course for the Azores at 10:16, and 10 minutes later sighted 
the One, several miles to the rear and flying higher.

Hines and 
his party will depart this evening for 
Cincinnati, following a conference 
here this afternoon with railroad of- 
ficials and Federal managers 
Opposes Fare Increases. / 

The meeting of the conductors was 
not open to the public, but the tele- 
graphers threw open their doors. 
After speaking to the telegraphers, 
Hines said he.made virtually the 
same address to the conductors 

Hines said that from the view- 
point of the public on Government 
eontro! of railroads it would appear 
that an inmimediate increase in trans- 
portation rates was necessary to 
operate the railroads without a defi- 
cit, but that he desired first to 
tain if this end could accom- 

shed by the strictest economy, in- 
creased efficiency and #® Tesumption 
of shipping, which had materially 
decreased since the armistice was 
signed. IIe hoped to effec 
kreat economy in the purchase of 
construction materials at lower 
prices. 

“The greatest problem that 
fronts the Railroad Administration,’ 
he said, ‘‘is to keep down the cost of 
living. The increasing of 
rates would only be placing an addi- 
tional burden on the ultimate con- 
sumer. The manufacturer, whole 
saler, jobber and retailer each would 
raise his prices to meet the new rates, 
and in the end the consumer would 
he paying about five times more 
than the increase. 

Urges Economy and Efficiency. 

“If, for example; we raised rates 
only high enough to increase our rev- 
enue $300,000,000, vou would find 
that the public would likely pay $1,- 
500,000,000 in the end. So we want 
to be cautious and avail ourselves of 
every possible source of revenue, in 
the way of effecting economies and 
increasing efficiency, to reduce’ the 
deficit in the interest of the cost of 
living. » 

“Our policy in not giving our in- 
dorsement to steel prices was adopt- 
ed to protect the ultimate consumer, 
and we are discouraging wherever 
possible any increases in the prices 
of matér ails. 

“You employes are in a position to 
lend us valuable assistance by in- 
creasing efficiency and practicing 
the strictest economy, and you have 
my sincere assurance that we believe 
in the principle of organized labor 
as the most efficient way known to 
deal with all the employes, and that 
your problems will be sympathetical- 
ly and expeditiously dealt with.” 

Praises Unions for Co-operation.
